The previous rejections of Claims 1 , 3-7 and 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gamson et al. (US 4,355,017) in view of Snodgrass et al. (US 
4,444,740) as stated in the Office action dated January 13, 2009 have been obviated by 
the amendment filed by the applicant on April 3^^, 2009. Gamson et al. ('017) in view of 
Snodgrass et al. (740) does not discloses the claimed destroying and curing steps, A 
further search for the references on record did not find any prior art which anticipates or 
renders obvious the claimed subject matter of the instant application alone or in 
combination.
